But I cometo my Point, and fhall name 
you only three Things, which I fhall {peak 
of in Trade 3 in all which, the Credit of 
Trade, I think, is much concern’d, and in 
all which, I fall bring my Difcourfe dowa 
to particular Cafes now before us upon the 


Stage. 


1. Laws of' Exportation, Bounties, Cu- 
ftoms, and Probibisions 5 and here I 
fhall make an Effay, at the Opinion 
of a Trade with France 3 in which nice 
Point I fhall be very plain, bur with 
Refpe& to Trade only, not at all re- 
fpcéting Treaties with Foreign Princes, 
or the Opinion of Parties among us; 
much lefs refpe&ting thofe People, who 
declare they are for it whether right 
or wrong, purely for the fake of Drink- 
ing Clarct. 


2. Laws of Exclufive Trade, And if here 
Icome to touch that long debated 
Cafe, of the Trade to Africa ———— A 
Trade fuffer’d to Languifh now three 
Years, under thedoubtful Difputes a- 
bouta plain, and I think moft trifling 
Queftion, Whether a Neceffary Trade 
fhall be carried on by the Way that a- 
lone can fecure it to the Natiov, or 
by the Way that leavesit precerious. 
and finking ? If] fay 1 upbraid you a 
little with having but one Trade left 
that would bring you ina Supply of 
ready Gold, and you let it Jie open to 
be Ruin’d both by Friend aod Enemy, 
Iam perfuaded the Guilt will Qualli- 
fie you to bear it. 


3, Laws of Property, being efpecially fuch 
as {et the Bounds between Debtor and 
Creditor 5 in which I may fhew, that 
the Parliament ia Voting the Relief of 
Yafolvent Debcors, by obliging their 
Creditors to accept of afl the Satis- 
fa&lion they are able to make meee Js 
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a moft Juft, Chriftian, and reafonabl 


Thing, tends to the Encouragement — 
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of Trade itfelf, the Advantage ofthe 
Creditor, and the Benefit of the whole — 


Nation—— Not forgetting to Eneou- 


rage the Poor Languifhing Debtors, 


whofe Circumftances will not come 


within the Limitations of this A&, by 
telling them, that the Houfe Limiting 
this prefent A&, to Debts of 207. caly, 
feems to me tacitly to owa theJuftice of 
delivering Men in deeperCircumfiznces 
wnavle to pay, and wiing to firip to 
the laft to doit, from theCruelty of the 
Mercilefs Creditor, who would neve 
the Blood of the Man, when he cannot 
have his Money ——— And the Juftice 
of this being thus acknowicdg’d by fo 
greatan Authority, they may have 
Reafon to hope time may come, when 
that Juflice will be obtain’d. 


I might take Room here to hint, how 
Laws of Liberty, Prote&ion from Rabbles, 
Mobbs, Tumults , and Pyrates, whether 
Forreign or Bomeftick, are neceffary for 
the Credit of Commerce and the Carrying 
on. of Trade, and perhaps afterwards I 
maye 

But T come now to the firft of thefe 
Heads, viz. Probibitions of Trade ; 1 am far 
from being of their Mind, who fay, that all 
Prohibitions are deftru@ive to Trade, and 
that wife Nations (the Dutch) make no Pro- 
hibicions at all. 1. Where any Nation has, 
by the fingulur Blefling of God, a Produce 
given to their Country, from which fuch 
or fuch a Manufa@ure can be made, ag o- 
ther Nations cannot be without, and none 
cao make without that Produce but them- 
felves ; It would be Diftraéion in that Na- 
tion not to Prohibit the Exportation ofthat 
Original Produce, till it is Manufaétur’d 5 
it would be ftarving their People, taking 
the Bread out of the Mouths of their Pocr, 
and feeding other Nations with the Spoils 
of their own Country ; This would be our 
Cafe in the Exporting our Wool), and in 
feveral other Cafes, needlefs to repeat. 
2. Nor is it true in Fa@, the Dutch and 
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all wife Nations, do pra@tife proper and 
‘Yeafonable Prohibitions, as particularly ia 
their Trade to Batavia and the We/t Indie s, 
the Portuguefe co the Brafil, or tie Spaniards 
to theic Spanifh We Idies. 
/ Prohibitions in the Times of War, are 
_ the next Thiogs, and thefeare not always 
made fo much to advantage our (elves, 1 
; might fay feldom are made to edvatnage 
-- themfelves, as to ftreighten our Eremics, 
_ prevent Larelligeuce, cutting off Provilions,

 ftreightning the Enemy from Ammunition, 


and the like; the Impotence of which I 
have formerly expos’d, and fhall only give 
you the General of it again, thus. 


| In the Dear Years of Corn in King Wik 
 Tiam’s Time, we Prohibited the “xporia- 
tion of it to France —— Eveiy Body (aid 
we ought todo fo-—— What, fhail we fend 
-— our Enemies Bread? That would be a piece 
of Folly indeed! Well, we made it Crimi- 
nalto fend Corp to France , could we by 
this have prevented the French having any 


Bread atal!, and thereby ftary’d them into 


a Peace, we had been right 3 but how was 
it carried ? We mack’d eur fclves with 
Words, and were fo far from keeping the 
French fromBread,thatwe could not prevest 
their having even our Bread, and yet we 
went without the Money too —— We fold 
our Corn to the Portuguefe, who were then 
Neuter, tothe Genoefe, to the Flemings, 
and tothe Swedes and Danes, and they 
fold it tothe French at 100 per Cent. Pra- 
fit; fo that all our Prohibitions were but 
Shams, other Nations got the Money, our 
Enemies got the Corn, and we got the 
Name of Se. 

The like was our Cafe in the Exportati- 
on of our Lead 5 Could we by Prohibiting 
the Exportation of our Lead to France have 
fo pinch’d the Fresch,for Ammunition, that 
they fhould have had no Bullets to fhoot 
at us, ithad been a very happy turs, and 
no Body could have blam’d the Prohibition 
— But what did we do? We fold our 
Lead to Portugal; Lisbon bought more 
Lead in ten Years, thanever fhe took in 
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200 Years: Before 3 they fold it to France, 

they got the Money, and we only took a 

ae deal of Pains to cheat our felyesof thie 
rofit. 


Agaia for Intelligence ; Could you have 
ftop’d all Corre(pondence with France, by 


ftepping the Poft 5 Could we have ftop’d 
the Negotiating of Money between France 
and fuch other Countries, by ftopping Cor- 
refpondence, it had been right Buc 
was this poflible 2 No, it was fo fae from 
being poffible, that the King of France had 
moft of his Money with which he fupplied 
Monfieur Catinss and his Armies ia Jtaly, 
Negotiated by Bills ca the Exchange of 
London, and might have it all fo, and may 
fill if he pleafes, and yet the Merchants of 
London not at all to blame in it :| For Ex- 


ampie, The King of Franceewants 1ooThow.- 


fand Pounds Sterling at Genoa, a Merchant 
there Contraéts with the Ambaffadour to 
Advance this Money, and totake it at Paris 
the Ambaffadour gives him Bills payable 
in Pars at 3 Months; to anfwer thofe Bills, 
and give the Ambaffador the Money, he 
draws on a Merchant at Leghors; to Supe 
port his Credit with the Merchant at Le- 

gborn, he bids him Reimbure himfelf, by 
drawing on fuch or fnch a Merchant in Lon- 
dan, at 60 Days; he immediately tranf- 
mits his Pars Bills to Amfterdam, and di- 
res his Correfpendent to Negotiate them 
ther, and remit at Ufance to the Merchant 
at London ; by which he is fopplied timely 


enough to accept the Bills from Leghorn, . 


and the King of France gets three Months 
Time for the Money. Thus if the King of 
France wants a Hundred Thoufand Pound 
to be Advanc’d in Jsaly, the Exchange of 
Londod {hall do it for him, aadno Man here 
the wiler, and all your ftop of the Poft, 
aad Prohibitions of Coroefpondence, tho’ 
otherwife attended with great Difadvanta- 
ges, fhall not be abl< to prevent it. 

Your Prohibiiion of Genera! Commerce 
with France, has much of the fame jeft in 
it; and! fhall give you my Thoughts of it 
more at large in my next.
